food to relieve the destitution in Cuba. 
According to the W ashington

spondent of the World, the Spanish 
minister has informally conveyed the 
information to this government that 
any contributions which may be made 
will be welcomed. In view of this it 
is expected that within a few days Con­ 
sul General Lee will be authorized to 
take charge of and deliver such sup­ 
plies as may be donated by citizens of 
the United States. The administration 
hopes that a general relief movement 
j will be started in this country. In such 
an event steps will be taken to have 
the supplies admitted without payment 
of duties.

Take two or three 
fresh sage leaves and after rinsing the 
mouth and teeth with clear water rub 
them on the teeth and into the inter­ 
stices. Then rinse again with clear wa­ 
ter. As an astringent wash for soft gums 
a decoction of sage leaves is very effect­ 
ive. Take a handful of freshly gathered 
sage leaves, wash them, put them into 
a basin or jug, pour boiling water over 
them and closely cover. 
Allow the 
liquid to remain until cold; then strain 
and use as a mouth wash. If the tonsils 
are swollen and the throat inflamed, 
this decoction of sage leaves may be 
used as a gargle with good results.

a lotion for weak or inflamed eyes it is 
both soothing and healing.—Exchanga
